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County Sets Speed 
Limits On Roads 


The county commission Monday 
took steps to establish speed limits 
on all county roads—setting a 
maximum speed limit in business 
and residential sections at 30 mph 
and outside congested areas at 65 
mph. 

Under a resolution adopted by 
the board, the speed limits will ap- 
ply only to county roads and will 
not effect speed limits set on state 
roads or streets inside pumapa 
ities. 

Commissioner Lake Lytal was 
named chairman of the board's 
law committee: and was requested 
to set up procedures for handling 
requests for changes to present 
limits. 

The board agreed that all spced 
zones shall be posted with suitable 
signs which will conform to pat- 
tern of signs used by the State 
Road Department for road mark- 
ings. 

In other actions on county rogis 
the board announced it is seeking 
special’ legislation to amend state 
statutes of 1955 for paving sub- 
division streets. Principal change 
being sought by amendment is to 
reduce the number of property 
owners who must sign a petition to 
the board, requesting street im 
provements. 

Agreed to help the Federal 
Wildlife Commission complete a 
road leading from State Road 7 
into a wildlife area in the west 
sector of the county. 

Agreed to ask permission of the 
state road department for a Boca 
Raton developer to construct some 
1,900 feet of roadway on right of 
way for Palmetto Park Road ex- 
tension.

[Budget Is Adopted 
By City Council 


A budget of 52440495 for the 
operation of the City of Pahokee 
for the fiscal year of 1957-58, 
starting Oct. 1, was adopted by 
the City Council Monday - night. 
In addition a separate budget of 
$82,022.60 for the waterworks de- 
partment was adopted, making. the 
budget total $306,497.55. 

For the year now ending the 
general operating budget was 
$159,686.06 and the waterworks 
budget, $68,370.00. The sharp in- 
crease in this year’s budget fig- 
ures is explained in part by the 
fact ‘that all transactions by the 
city are included in” it, such as 
Everglades: Memorial Hospita) 
bond paynrents which were not 
placed in last year’s budget. Funds 
have also been allotted in the new 
budget for the purchase of city 
park land on Bacom Point Road 
from the County Board of Public 
Instruction and the extension of 
the city waterworks intake line 
farther out in Lake Okeechobee 
as required by Board of Health. 

The millage‘on assessed real and 
personal property taxes was raised 
1.1 mills, increasing the total milt- 
age to 10 mills:of which 9.66 mills 
are assessed for the city’s general 
operating and 1.34 mills 
for city hall debt service.
